THE  MISSION  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

Profoundly  as  Jesus  Christ  felt  the 
burdens  which  lie  on  the  body,  ne  felt 
more  deeply  the  weights  which  press 
upon  the  soul.  When  after  his  baptism 
and  temptation  he  had  passed  a brief 
season  moving  slowly  northward  to- 
ward his  old  home  in  Galilee  amid  won- 
dering thousands,  he  came  at  last  to 
Nazareth,  “where  he  had  been  brought 
up,”  and  the  familiar  synagogue  was 
crowded  to  the  door. 

He  was  no  longer  an  unknown  peasant 
hut  a metropolitan  celebrity.  The  won- 
i‘*rs  which  everywhere  had  accompanied 
his  insurance  had  been  duly  heralded 
nt  home,  and  every  cripple,  every  para- 
lytic, every  blind  beggar  for  miles 
around,  was  present  to  demand  relief. 
Through  the  insistent,  clamorous  crowd 
he  slowly  passed  to  the  reader’s  plat- 
form and  took  the  sacred  roll  which  was 
handed  to  him,  perhaps  reluctantly,  by 
the  ruler  of  the  house  of  prayer.  But 
reverently  turning  to  the  lesson  ap- 
pointed for  the  day  he  first  looked  to- 
ward the  waiting  multitude  and  then 
read — 

“The  spirit  of  the  Lord  is  upon  me, 
because  he  anointed  me  to  preach” — 
and  he  closed  the  book  and  sat  down. 
Slowly,  clearly,  fearlessly,  he  unfolded 
the  purpose  of  that  mission  upon  which 
he  now  entered.  Is  was  nothing  less 
than  the  re-creation  of  the  world— not  hy 
the  application  of  external  remedies,  but 
by  the  lenewal  of  the  heart.  He  would 
re-create  the  home,  the  church,  the 
state;  but  it  would  be  by  the  re-creation 
of  the  soul.  He  would  bring  health  nnd 
freedom  and  prosperity,  but  it  would 
be  by  preaching  the  gospel  to  a lost 
world.  “What  you  need  first  to  recog 
nize,”  said  Jesus  to  his  old-time  neigh 
hors  “is  that  you  cannot  have  a saved 
world  made  up  of  unsaved  men.” 

It  was  then  the  volcano  belched  forth 
and  pent-up  swrath  escaped  in  violence. 
With  one  accord  the  mob  rose  tumultu- 
ously, and  amid  shrieks  of  rage,  swept 
him  to  the  brow  of  the  hill — where  hs 
inexplicably  disappeared.  They  never 
saw  him  in  Nazareth  again. 

But  Capernaum,  whither  he  fled,  was 
scarcely  more  tolerant  of  his  truth.  It 
was  notmore  than  a few  weeks,  if  so 
long,  afterthis  rejection  of  our  Lord  a; 


Itazareth,  that,  as  Mark  tells  us,  the 
streets  of  Capernaum  were  crowded  to 
suffocation  with  the  multitudes  of  sick 
Jind  infirm  which  were  lurrried  in  from 
all  the  villages  round  about  seeking  to 
get  nearest  the  door  through  which  they 
ljad  seen  him  disap|K»ar.  But  in  the 
night  he  once  more  escaped  to  tip 
heights  topray,  where  he  was  nt  lnut 
fpund  hy  his  anxious  disciples.  “Mas- 
ter,” they  said,  “the  whole  city  is  look- 
ing for  yon.”  But  his  quiet  answer 
was,  “Let  us  go  elsewhere  into  the  next 
tbwns,  that  I may  preach  there  nlso, 
for  to  this  end  cam  eT  forth.” 

I Yet  once  more,  nnd  this  time  it  wns  at 
rtethsaidn,  nfter  a day  of  wonders,  ns 
John  tells  us,  the  people  would  l>e  no 
longer  restrained.  They  would  make 
him,  willing  or  unwilling,  a political 
hind.  He  must  nscend  the  steps  of  the 
throne.  He  must  take  command  of  the 
armies  they  would  raise.  He  must  fre« 
his  country  from  the  Roman  power.  But 
again  he  retired  under  the  veil  of  night 
and  wns  seen  next  walking  across  the 
wind-swept  sea,  determined  not  to  bo 
moved  from  his  first  purpose,  refloating 
lb  the  multitude  that  presently  followed 
him  even  there  “This  is  the’  work  of 
God.  that  ve  believe  on  him  when  be 
Hath  sent.” 

j And  still  men  have  not  learned  what 
Jesus  was  so  anxious  to  impress  upon 
his  hearers-  that  soul  healing  does  not 
qnme  ns  a result  of  physical  betterment, 
hut  phvsicnl  betterments  as  a result  of 
snnl-henline.  Yet  our  T/ord’s  first  affir- 
mation of  how  the  world’s  progress  is 
tn  be  achoieved  has  been  backed  up  by 
nineteen  eentnries  of  historv.  Outside 
those  regions  direetlv  affected  bv  the 
dosnel.  the  physical  life  of  the  world  tn- 
dnv  is  not  one  whit  better  than  it  was 
nineteen  hundred  venrs  ago.  “Trade” 
has  reduced  fertile  vnllevs — Affluents 
qf  the  Kongo — to  a wilderness:  but  the 
Bible  has  converted  the  Fiii  islands,  re- 
nentlv  the  abode  of  cannibnls.  to  a state 
in  wbjab  a InYoer  proportion  of  the  peo- 
ple live  in  comfort  than  nnv  non  Christ- 
ian nation  can  show.  Jesus  refused  to 
sink  the  work  of  the  preacher  in  the 
work  of  the  healer  or  the  sociologist, 
and  ns  a result  we  have  mulitudes  of 
Christian  hospitals  and  refuges  in  wht*h 
more  cases  of  suffering  are  relieved  in 
rjne  dav  now  than  be  was  able  to  reach 
ip  the  whole  of  bis  ministrv. 

; Tt  was  inotthrough  indifference  but 
through  a wiser  pitv  that  Jesus  abso- 
ljitelv  and  repeatedlv  refused  to  make 
Tjreaching  second  to  any  other  duty.  Let 
the  preaching  of  the  gosnel  cease,  and 
the  progress  of  the  world  will  stan  1 
still.  We  are  told  that  fewer  yPung  men 
sfek  the  ministry  now  “because  thev 
believe  thev  can  do  piore  good  in  other 
callings.”  Perhaps  they  can,  but  Jesus 
could  not. 

The  new  world  will  not  be  built  out 


of  the  ruins  of  the  old.  Better  bodies, 
better  food,  bettor  states  rest  on  better 
relations  toward  God.  The  mission  ol 
the  Messiah  is  still  the  mission  of  th-J 
church.

THE  CAUSES  OF  INSANITY. 


It  is  highly  important  that  young  peo- 
ple should  know  that  eighty  per  cent  of 
the  cases  of  insanity  are  caused  by  alco- 
hol nnd  sexual  vices  or  the  abuse  of  the 
sexual  powers.  In  oth^r  words,  if  the 
young  totally  abstain  fitom  intoxicating 
liquors  and  carefully  ppesorve  personal 
purity  nnd  continence,  the  chances  of 
their  becoming  insane  are  reduced  to  a 
very  small  possibility^  An  English  alien- 
ist says:  “If  the  coils  of  nVohol  and  ve- 
nereal  disease  were  disposed  of.  then 
hnlf  the  problem  of  insanity  would  dis- 
appear with  them.” 

Dr.  Amos  J.  Givens,  of  the  Stamford 
Hall  Snnitarinm.  in  nn  address  before 
the  Connecticut  Society  of  ^Alienists, 
says:  “Tt  is  now  a well  established 


fact  that  the  excessive  use  of  aleohoi 
leverages  may  induce  nearly  every  form 
of  insanity.”  He  also  states  that  the 
rapid  increase  of  general  paralysis  is 
attributed  almost  entirely  to. intemper- 
ance; and  even  a moderate  use  of  alco- 
holic liquors  has  a harmful  effect;  and 
no  amount  received  from  license  fees 
can  compensate  the  public  for  the  enor- 
mous expense  of  caring  for  the  insane: 
the  criminal,  the  pauper  nnd  other  nnas 
es  recruited  largely  from  the  victims  of 
the  liqqor  habit.  Tn  addition  to  this  iL 
the  vast  but  incalculable  Idas  to  society 
by  those  who  are  on  the  borders  of  in 
sanity,  nnd  who  require  but  little  more 
pressure  to  push  them  over  the  vergi 
into  the  asylum.  Multitudes  of  (hose  nr 
liegetting  children  who,  because  of  the 
evil  habits  of  their  parents,  are  doomed 
from  birth  to  insnntiy-eneivbgkqivhgk 
from  birth  to  insanity,  epilepsy  and  fee* 
bleness  of  mind  and  l>ody.

If  a boy  is  scold- 
ed  for  quarreling,  when  lie  bns  simply 
interfere^  to  stop  a quarrel,  lie  is  less 
likely  to  Re  a peacemaker  at  the  next  op 
portunity  If  he  is  tnkbn  to  task  foj 
being  late  at  school  before  the  tenchor 
finds  out  why  he  is  late,  bis  sense  of 
justice  mjiv  be  outraged  if  bis  lateness 
is  of  a kind  that  the  teacher  would  ap- 
prove, with  knowledge  of  the  cause.

(spirit  of  the  child  makes  many  a teacher 
or  parent  careless  about  giving  one«ta*

But  the  one  great  attribute' that  j 
crown*  them  all — granting,  of  courae, 
some  gift  of  the  other  three— but 
without  which  beauty,  grace  clever- 
neaa  are  all  aa  apples  of  Sodom — ' 
is  the  sense  of  enjoyment,  the  gift 
of  happiness:  I don’t  think  I can 
better  define  It  than  by  the  word 
radiance.

000,000.

Internal  Commerce  During  August,  I 

1010. 

A material  Improvement  In  the 
live  stock  add  grain  station  Is  in- 
dicated by  ’the  August  figures  of 
leading  trade  movement,  Just  made 
public  by  the  Bureau  of Statistics  of 
the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Labor.  The  ;v  movements  of  lumber, 
especially  in  the  central  part  of  the 
country,  of  bituminous  and  anthra- 
cite coal  in  the  East,  and  of  wool  in 
New  England,  also  proved  fairly 
heavy,  while- thdse  of  Iron  and  coke 
showed  the  principal  decreases  for 
the  month.  The  volume  of  railroad 
traffic,  as  Indicated  by  the  number 
of  freight  cars  handled,  allows  large 
gains,  particularly  In  the  Middle 
West. 

Live  stock,  arrivals  during  August 
at  7 primary  Interior  markets.  3,- 
674,385  hekd,  shows  the  largest 
monthly  totals  for  August,  1909 — 
3,039,455  head,  and  August,  1908 — 
3,232,441  head.  Of  the  total  receiv- 
ed during  tie  past  month,  986, 64S 
head  were  [cattle;  109,7^7  head, 
calves;  1,205^383  bead,  hogs;  1,346  - 
737  head,  sheep;  and  25,800  hca’t, 
horses  and  tfiules.  The  gain  In  the 
total  appears*'  to  have  been  due,  pri- 
marily, to  th$  -heavier  inbound  move- 
ment of  shedp  and  cattle.  I The  Au- 
gust receipts; of  hogs  were  below  tba 
totals  for  the!  earlier  summer  monthg’ 
though  exceeding  in  volume  the  cor- 
responding f 909  figures.

The  August  shipments  of  packing- 
house products  from  Chicago,  182,- 
398,475  pounds,  likewise  show  some 
gain  since  the  earlier  months  and 
differ  but  slightly  from  the  corre- 
sponding 1909  and  1908  figures.

The  eastward  trunk-line  movement 
of  provisions  from  Chicago  and  Chi- 
cago Junction  points  for  the  month, 
71,336  short  tons,  and  for  the  8 
month  period,  530,371  short  tons, 
show  a continuous  decline  since 
1907.  Stocks  of  meat  at  the  en  1 
of  the  month  held  at  5 principal 
eastern  markets,  177,416,090  pounds, 
show  a slight  diminution  since  June 
and  July,  but  were  somewhat  higher 
than  a year  ago. 

Grain  receipts  during  the  mon*h 
at  14  primary  markets,  107,604,985 
bushels,  indicate  an  unuaually  heavy 
movement  of  the  new  crop  to  the 
principal  centers  of  distribution.  The 
total  for  the  month  was  largely  In 
excess  of  the  corresponding  1909 
total  of  75.879,720  busnels  tma  ths 
1908  total  of  68,732,449  bushels.
